Kidnapers Alarmed Over 


Death Sentence at 


Kansas City 


ALBANY, N. Y. — (/P) — 


John J. O'Connell Jr., scion of 
the politically powerful O'Con- 
nell family of Albany, was re- 
leased to an intermediary ear- 
ly Sunday by kidnapers upon 
payment of $40.000 ransom. 


O'Connell, who was kidnaped July ,7 


was uninjured but 
suffered 
from 


shock and nervous exhaustion. 


An automobile carrying only young 


O'Connell and Louis Snydcr, lawyer, 
representing Manny Strcwl, interme- 
diary, who effected the youth's re- 
lease, climbed the 
steep mountain 


road to the O'Connell camp at 4 this 
morning, and delivered him to his 
father, John J. (Solly) and his uncle 
Dan O'Connoll. Ed, another uncle, the 
countyT3emocratic chairman, arrived 
«t the camp later. 


Gang Became Alarmed 


After holding him more than three 


weeks, in an attempt to collect ?250,- 
'000 ransom, the kidnapers apparently 
became 
alarmed, 
possibly by the 


death sentence metcred out in Mis- 
souri to Walter McGec, who kidnaped 
Mary McElroya<wid hastened to re- 
store the young Albany .golfer and 
National Guard officer. '_- 


Last Monday the pang reduced the

demands, the kidnapers finally agreed 
to accept less than one-sixth of their 
original demand, 


In a limited statement given out for 


young O'Connell by one of his uncles, 
he was said to have had the impres- 
sion that he was held in a comforta- 
ble New York flat. He also believed, 
Dan O'Connell said, that four or five 
armed men snatched him, knocking 
him unconscious as he stepped from 
his motor car about 1:15 a. m. July 7. 
When he recovered consciousness he 
was in the flat. 


Well-Treated 


"I was not tied or ill treated," he 


said. "They gave me plenty of good 
food and shaved me twice." 


Morning fog veiled the Hcldcrberg 


mountains when the youth wearily 
slid out of Snydcr's car into a group 
of county, state and New York city 
detectives.

Retail Business Begin- 


ning to Shorn Im- 


provement 


NEW YORK.—"When is this recov- 


ery administration going to work for 
the retailer?" 


This question is heard everywhere 


among merchandise men' in the big 
cities, except Chicago, is being an- 
swered only but effectively. In the 
small mill towns and the farm vil- 
lages, however, 
shopkeepers 
report 


business is good again. 


The exception among the big cities 


—Chicago—is due entirely to the brisk 
patronage attending on the Century of 
Progress Exposition. 


From a survey of the country, it 


appears that buying power is creeping 
in from mill town and village. Given 
this as a base, it soon should be trans- 
lated into belter buying in the big 
centers which draw on the surround- 
ing country. 


In the South, business as a whole is 


showing an increase for July. South- 
erners, with cotton boosted to where 
they can make a living at producing 
it—even at plowing some under for 
the government—arc most optimistic. 


In New England the smaller indus- 


trial centers are buying food in larg- 
er quantities, clothing in excess of 
their past two year allowances, and 
automobiles and electric refrigerators 
in a manner that brings smiles to 
sales managers. 


The work covered by the specifica- 


tions includes removing the old side- 
walk from the corner of Walnut and 
Second streets to the driveway on 
Second street, removing the approach 
to the main entrance,' and installing 
new sidewalk and npproach, remov- 
ing and resetting lamp standards and 
pedestals; removing the four pecan 
trees and planting new lawn grass in 
front of the postofficc.

idends ranging from 6.59 per 
cent to 31.56 per cent during 
the last seven years were paid 
to its common stockholders by 
the Arkansas Utilities cor- 
poration, accountants report- 
ed Monday to the Fact Find- 
ing Tribunal of the Arkansas 
Corporation Commission 
at 


the first public hearing since 
it was created by the legisla- 
ture last spring. 


Cities in eastern Arkansas served 


by the company requested the tribunal 
to make un'investigation of rates. The 
hearing Monday brought out the find- 
ings of the accountants, with the find- 
ings of the tribunal's engineers to be 
submitted at a later date. 


The Arkansas Utilities corporation 


is owned by the Community Power & 
Light Co., of St. Louis, a subsidiary of 
the Commonwealth Power & Light Co. 
of New York. 


It operates utility plants at Helena, 


West Helena, Barton, Lcxa, LaGrange, 
Madonna, Paragould and Marmaduke. 


The tribunal's audit, comprising a 


huge volume of statistical tables, found 
that the net earnings of the corpora- 
tion on its net investment was 10.7 
per cent during the last seven years, 
the period covered by the investiga- 
tion. 


Dividends steadily increased to 1929, 


when 31.56 per cent was paid and de- 
clined since then to 7.86 per cent in 
1932. 


All of the $340,000 worth of out- 


standing common stock, as well as all 
the outstanding bonds, are owned by 
the Community Power & Light Co. of 
St. Louis.

Owner Likely to Line Up 


With Moffett Against

WASHINGTON.—(/P)—A possibility 


that John D. Rockefeller Jr., might 
waive his customary policy of non- 
interference witli his companies to 
lino up the Standard and New Jersey 
behind the administration's oil stabili- 
zation progrus was reported Sunday 
night in informed circles. 


Several leaders in the oil business 


expected Rockefeller to take a hand 
because of the sudden resignation of 
James A. Moffett, senior vice presi- 
dent of the Jersey Standard, after a 
disagreement witli Walter C. Teazle, 
president, and W. S. Farish, chairman 
of the board. 


Moffett, favoring price regulation 


and federal supervision of the perto- 
Icum industry, announced with his 
resignation Iliat lie was squarely be- 
hind President Roosevelt's recovery 
program and that his views apparent- 
ly were "not in accord" witli those of 
other officials of the company. 


Oil men speculated over what form 


of federal control might be offered 
them in a trade practice plan drawn 
up by Hugh S. Johnson, Industrial re- 
covery administrator, after they were 
unable to agree on a program to gov- 
ern production and refining. 


Usually informed sources understood 


that Johnson had veered from his re- 
ported position against licensing the 
industry and was ready to do so if 
necessary to force adherence to the 
trade program, which they believe will 
call for governmental supervision over 
the flow of ciude to market.

850 Millions of 
U.S. Bonds Offered 


First Federal Issue in Two 


Years Announced 


Sunday 


WASHINGTON.- (/P) -An 
$850,000 


issue of government securities was of- 
fered Sunday to the public for use in 
retiring indebtedness and to finance 
the administration's recovery program. 
Dean Acheson, acting secretary of the 
Treasury, said the issue would consist 
of $500,000,000 eight-year 3V4 per cent 
bonds and $350,000,000 two-year 1 5-8 
per cent Treasury notes. The bonds 
will be the first in two years. 


Through this program and money in 


the Treasury's general fund, officials 
hope to have approximately $1,000,000,- 
000 available in mid-August for the 
recovery efforts. The bonds will be 
in denominations as small as $50 and 
the notes as small as $100 making 
them available to people in ordinary 
circumstances as well as to large in- 
vestors who ordinarily oversubscribe 
all government security issues. 


Both issues are free of taxation ex- 


cept estate, inheritance and surtax 
levies. 


Acheson 
said

would make certain that persons of 
small means obtained the amount of 
bonds which they were able to pur- 
chase in furtherance of the recovery 
program. 


They will be allotted in full all sub- 


scriptions for amounts up to $10,000. 
Other cash subscriptions will be allot- 
ted on an equal percentage basis. 


Subscriptions for the 
bonds, 
for 


which payment is offered in Treasury 
certificates maturing September 
15, 


will be allotted in full while prefer- 
red status will be given subscriptions 
which offer payment in Treasury cer- 
tificates maturing August 15.

However, the main purpose of 
his comic is to be comical—to amuse 
newspaper readers. 


Born in Iowa 


Mr. Hamlin is from Iowa, where the

Born in 
1900 at Perry, la., he began drawing 
at an early age. After grade and high 
schools, he enlisted in the army and 
went overseas at 17. 


"In France, I often drew sketches

"At a hospital there, I met a 
newspaperman who suggested I .ought 
to try to produce a comic strip. 


'When I went back to Perry in 1919, 


I returned to high school for a short 
while and then took' a course in jour- 
nalism at the University of Missouri.

Should Plow Up 


Cotton Promptly 


Permits Issued for 15,000 


of 19,800 Acres—In- 


spectors Waiting 


Permits authorizing the plowing up 


of cotton under government contract 
have been issued for 15,000 of the 19,- 
800 acres pledged to be abandoned in 
Hempstead county, Emergency Agri- 
culturist Frank Stanley told The Star 
Monday noon. 


Mr. Stanley said the government 


wants the farmers to get this plowed 
under as quickly as possible. Inspec- 
tors are waiting until most of it is de- 
stroyed before starting their round of 
the county. 


Immediately after inspection is made, 


the fact will be certified, and final 
papers will be sent in to Washington, 
D. C., for authorization of payment of 
benefits to the farmers. Delay in 
plowing up will result in delay of pay- 
ment to everybody, Mr. Stanley said. 


He also urged the pledges of the 


4,800 acres for which permit has not 
yet been obtained, to secure permits 
at once. 


Contracts for acreage that produces 


less than 100 pounds of lint coticn ;ier 
acre have not been accepted by the 
government to date, and no permits 
can be issued on this classification. 
However, only 45 of the 2,576 con- 
tracts signed in Hempstead county 
take this low rating, Mr. Stanley con- 
cluded.

Hot Puck Method Is Beit for 


Cunning 


The condition 
o? vegetables and 


fruits, perfect sterilization of equip- 
ment and product and accuracy in 
following directions have been recog- 
nized as the most important factor* 
in successful canning. 


The hot-pqck method has replaced 


the cold-pack. Fruits and vegetable 
are pre-cooked a few minutes before 
packing in jars in the hot-pack meth- 
od. This prtcooking shrinks the veg- 
etables just as the old method of 
blanching did, b* it also makes for 
uniform temperature throughout the 
can. When 
dense 
mixtures wire 


placed cold in jars it was almost im- 
possible for heat to penetrate to the 
center of the can unless a pressure 
cooker was usedi Consequently the 
food was not heated to a temperature 
high enough to destroy all living or- 
ganisms, and spoilage was almost in- 
evitable. Hence all these warnings 
about non-acid vegetables. 


Vegetables prepared for canning are 


lirst washed and thoroughly cleaned.. 
They are then prepared as for immed- 
iate use. Water is added ta cover 
them and they are heated to the boil- 
ng point and cooked about three mjn- 
utes. 


The hot mixture is dipped into hot 


sterilized jars with a cup, rubbers and 
covers are adjusted and-the product 
s ready for the final processing per- 
od. Glass jars are half-sealed before 
processing but

cans are com- 


pletely sealed before putting in the 
Conner.
